Marin Co unty still needs an airpo rt. 


We hav e been say ing that fro m time- 
to -time fo r mo re than a decade. 


We hav e said that in so me respects 
an airpo rt is to a city in the 20th cen­ 
tury 7 what a railro ad was to a city in the 
19 th century , it puts y o u o n the map. 
Or the absence o f it leav es y o u o ff the 
map. 


Since the Mann Dev elo pment Fo un­ 
datio n was fo rmed sev eral y ears ago . 
we hav e learned that the ex istence o f an 
appro priate airpo rt is essential to the 
kind o f industrial gro wth which Marin 
needs in o rder to bro aden o ur tax base. 


In the past decade Marin has lo st two 
airpo rts o f limited size— o ne at vSant a 
Venetia and o ne at San Rafael— while 
gaining o ne new o ne. at No v ato . 


It has alway s seemed to us that the 
o ne at No v ato is pro bably destined to 
meet the same fate as its predecesso rs 
at Santa Venetia and San Rafael. 


All three were established o n what 
might be described as marginal land; 
but the land o n which two o f them sto o d 
became to o v aluable to warrant co ntinu­ 


atio n o f its use by a priv ately o perated 
airpo rt. 
We ex pect that the same thing will 
happen at No v ato within the co ming 
decade. 
it will happen, that is, unless we do 
so mething abo ut it. 
Fo rtunately , o ur co unty autho rises 
and o ur San Rafael autho rities are no t 
asleep. 
Our Dev elo pment Fo undatio n 
and o ur San Rafael Chamber o f Co m­ 
merce hav e kept the co unty and the city 
awake to this airpo rt pro blem. 
Mo nday night the city co uncil gav e 
so me attentio n to the airpo rt pro blem 
so it is in the discussio n stage there. 
1 uesday night the co unty airpo rt co m­ 
mittee came up with a plan fo r a co unty 
lease o n the No v ato airpo rt.

Brown Keeps Promise To Provide 


More Work For Prisoners To Do 


WASHINGTON W — Each 
time a strike occu rs in an es­ 
sential indu stry affecting the 
whole economy — as now in 
steel — this qu estion comes 
u p: 


Are we reaching a point 
where 
the 
gov ernment — 
meaning a majority of the 
people — can no longer per­ 
mit and mu st forbid a strike 
in su ch an indu stry ? 


A STRIKE IN any indu stry 
was pretty mu ch a priv ate af­ 
fair y ears ago when the gov ­ 
ernment's rev enu e needs were 
smaller and the v ariou s peo­ 
ple, plants and indu stries were 
far less interdependent than 
now'. • 
Bu t the American society is 
now’ highly complex and in­ 
terdependent. A strike in one 
big indu stry can 
send ou t 
wav es that splash thou sands of 
workers, 
hu ndreds 
of 
bu si­ 
nesses, and may be d r o w n 
many of them. 


Fo r ex ample: This steel 
strike co mes at a time when 
the 
natio n 
is 
reco v ering 
fro m last y ear's slump. If 
it's sho rt, it wo n’t do much 


damage. It will 
it lasts lo ng. 


If the strike continu es long 
enou gh, other indu stries will 
u se u p their steel su pplies and 
hav e to close, throwing many 
thou sands ou t of work. 
As their income — and the 
profits 
of 
their 
shu t-down 
plants — are cu t off. the na­ 
tional 
Treasu ry wri 11 
su ffer 
from loss of income tax rev ­ 
enu e ju st w'hen it is badly 
needed. 


THUS A STEEL strike — 
u nlike a strike in any indu stry 
in y ears past — is no longer 
tru ly priv ate. It already af­ 
fects and, 
if it lasts 
long 
enou gh, 
cou ld 
paraly ze 
a 
broad part of the 
national 
economy . 
Ru t indiv idu al rights — the 
right of employ ees to qu it a 
job and of an employ er to 
shu t down his plant — and the 
right of both sides to work ou t 
their wages and profits mu st 
he balanced against the gen­ 
eral welfare. 
Thu s the qu estion: Is the 
President in the near fu tu re 
likely to propose or Congress

do a lot If 
to approv e a law forbidding 
a strike in an essential indu s­ 
try ? Very likely not. 


It wou ld he political dy na­ 
mite. Both u nions and employ , 
ers want a minimu m of gov ­ 
ernment interference. If the 
gov ernment throu gh law cou ld 
forbid a strike, it wou ld al­ 
most certainly then impose 
compu lsory arbitration. 


THIS MEANS that arbitra­ 
tors appointed by the gov ern­ 
ment 
wou ld listen to both 
sides and giv e an opinion both 
sides wou ld hav e to accept. Jf 
the gov ernment did that, ou t 
of ju stice it probably wou ld 
hav e to do more. 


In the end it wou ld prob­ 
ably hav e to step in and regu ­ 
late both wages and prices, 
which wou ld mean regu lating 
profits too. That 
wou ld 
he 
tru e 
gov ernmental 
control. 
Ev entu ally it might hav e to 
take ov er the indu stry . 


In 1947 Congress foresaw 
the national danger of a big 
strike some day w hen it pass­ 
ed the Taft-Hartley Act. Bu t 
still, while prov iding machin­ 
ery for stalling off a strike, 
Congress stopped short of for­ 
bidding it altogether. 
That law lets the President 
prev ent a strike for 8 0 day s 
while efforts are made to get 
both sides to reach agreement. 
Bu t, after the enforced delay , 
the strike can go on.

There is nothing new in 
this program, ex cept the fact 
that Richard McGee, director 
of the Department of Correc­ 
tions. and a hold-ov er director 
at that, let it slip du ring the 
administration of former Gov . 
Goodwin J. Knight. 


IT WAS SLIPPING so had. 
in fact, that it obtained the 
attention of the Senate In­ 
terim Committee on Gov ern­ 
mental Administration, head­ 
ed by Sen. George Millfer (D- 
Martinez). Miller’s assistant on 
the committee, Earl Waters, 
former 
newspaperman, 
had 
made ex tensiv e stu dies of the 
prison administration in Cali­ 
fornia, and some y ears ago 
came u p with the idea that 
more attention shou ld he paid 
to keeping conv icts bu sy , rath­ 
er than prov iding ex pensiv e 
prisons for them to 
s p e n d 
their time in idleness. 
This. Waters pointed ou t, 
wou ld cu t down costs i m pr i ­ 
son constru ction and as well, 
fu lfill a need to maintain some 
occu pation for those conv icts 
who 
cou ld 
be 
tru sted 
in 
camps. 


fiscal y ear bu dget for the pro­ 
ject.

HE CONTENDED it wou ld 
obv iate the necessity of con­ 
stru cting new' and ex pensiv e 
prisons, and in addition as­ 
sist the prisoner himself.

him in a cell in enforced idle­ 
ness, Under the program, pri­ 
soners who are non-v iolent 
will hav e the opportu nity to 
keep bu sy and at the same 
time work at a constru ctiv e 
program for the pu blic bene­ 
fit.” 
The gov ernor ex plained that 
the work the conv icts will he 
doing is non-competitiv e, and 
wou ld not be done, at least 
by the state, if the prisoners 
didn t perform the work. 
The work will consist of de­ 
v elopment of recreational area 
access roads, forest improv e­ 
ment, stream clearance, forest 
fire fighting, fjsh conserv a­ 
tion 
and 
improv ements 
in 
state parks. And by Janu ary 1, 
it is ex pected that some 1.8 00 
prisoners will be employ ed m 
the camps.

Bu t when a thou sand people 
discard a thou sand scraps of 
paper, bottles and cans, or 
a 
million people discard a mil­ 
lion scraps of paper, bottles 
and cans, the resu lt is a v ast 
u nsightly mess which indicts 
ev ery single indiv idu al who 
has contribu ted to it. 


The key to cleaner, neater 
highway roadsides, city streets 
beaches, 
parks 
and 
camp­ 
grou nds is the indiv idu al — 
the indiv idu al who carefu lly 
disposes of ru bbish and trash. 
The key act in the indiv idu al's 
reformation is when he pu ts 
a piece of paper in his pocket 
instead of throwing it in the 
street, or who carefu lly pu ts 
aside bottles, cans and ru bbish 
for proper disposal instead of 
throwing it along the high­ 
way s. 


IF YOU’RE a bu sinessman 
or office worker in downtowm 
San Rafael and need space 
for all day parking, y ou ’re not 
being forgotten entirely . 
Thu s far the city has pu t 
in three new lots for one and 
two-hou r parking.

Only One Poisonous Snake 
Found Within Marin County

fortunate in having only one poisonous 
snake.

Joseph C um ming Thomas 
had a tougher time enlisting 
in the Army than he did be­ 
coming m ayor of la r k s p u r . 


It took him four tries before 
he was finally accepted for a 
military career in 1901. Thir­ 
ty nine years later, on his first 
fry, he won election to the 
Larkspur City Council; and 
two years after th a t. his coun­ 
cil colleagues elevated him to 
the office of mayor. 


Thomas, now 80. enlisted as 
a buck private and rose to the 
rank of major during more 
than 30 years of soldiering. 
He served in the Army, the 
Philippine Constabulary, the 
famed Philippine Scouts and, 
once again, the Army. 


In 1937, five years after re ­ 
tiring from the service, he 
bought a comfortable hillside 
house at 263 West Baltimore 
avenue, Larkspur, where he 
lives with his wife. Violet, and 
their son.

AS AX OLD FOOTSOLDIER 
Major Thomas dismisses the 
idea of a “pushbutton" war as 
a lot of hooey.” 


“ You've got to have a man 
on the ground to take a piece 
of ground and hold it,” he 
says with emphasis. 
He thinks the U. S. eventu­ 
ally will be drawn into war 
with Russia, 
although every­ 
one is trying to head it off as 
long as possible. 1 don't know 
how we are going to avoid it.” 
The youngest of seven chil­ 
dren. Thomas was born Jan. 
22, 
1879. iri tfie village of 
Summerville. Ga.. which later 
was to lose its identiy by an­ 
nexing to Augusta. His father 
was 
a 
Richmond 
County 
judge. 


Thomas attended Sewanee 
Military 
Academy 
and 
the 
University of the South, both 
at Sewanee, Tenn. The latter 
gave him what he calls “a lib­ 
eral-classical education with 
a good dose of mathematics.” 
When 
the Spanish A m eri­ 
can War broke out in 1898. 
I homas and a group of col­ 
lege 
friends who had 
also 
been to military school de­ 
cided to enlist as a volunteer 
battalion. 


His age (19». plus a War De­ 
partm ent announcem ent that 
entire units no longer were 
being accepted, brought Tho­ 
mas Ins first rejection for mil­ 
itary service. 


YOUTHFUL EXUBERANCE 
paid off in 190!, when Tho­ 
mas, then 22, was enlisted in 
Augusta for the 12th U. S. 
Cavalry, then being organized 
at Ft. Sam Houston. Tex. 
He was a sergeant when his 
outfit relieved the 1st Cavalry 
two years later in the Philip­ 
pine Islands. 


The Philippine Insurrection 
was in progress, but Thomas 
said his regiment saw little 
fighting aside from “several 
raids and a few little troubles 
we had to go and straighten 
out.” 


Thomas was discharged at 
the end of his three-year e n ­ 
listment. but he returned to 
the islands in 1905 after ac­ 
cepting appointment 
to the 
Philippine 
Constabulary, 
a 
military and civil force. 
Its 
enlisted men were Filipinos, • 
while its officer 
corps 
was 
composed of U. S. Army offi­ 
cers and ex officers. 
Thomas entered 
the con­ 
stabulary as a third lieuten­ 
ant and rose to first lieuten­ 
ant. At the start, he u n d e r­ 
went six months of rigorous 
training at Santa Lucia, an 
old Spanish garrison in Ma­ 
nila. 


“ During those four years.” 
he recalls, “ we went up and 
down 
the 
islands 
fighting 
bands 
of 
insurrectionists. 
Much of it was rough hand-to- 
hand combat. 
I had a very 
close call one time when a 
bullet ricocheted and put a 
dent in my head.” 
It was during this period 
that Thomas gained lasting re­ 
spect for the Filipino as a hu­ 
man fighting machine.

“LATE IX the same year.” 
he said, “a bunch of us slipped 
down to Tampa. Fla., hoping 
to enlist there and go to Cuba. 
But one m orning they called 
out our names and told us to 
go back home. 
So, back to 
school we went.” 
His third rebuff came the 
next year, when he “dashed 
over to A tlanta” to enlist in 
the 7th U. S. Infantry, a Regu­ 
lar Army regiment. He was 
told he would need his par­ 
ents* 
consent, 
and 
that's 
where he failed. 
“ Within 
several days my 
m other and my sister showed 
up at Ft. Oglethorpe and took 
ate away by the ear,” Thomas 


“ I DON’T know of. and I've 
never heard of. 
any 
better 
fighters than the Filipinos.” 
he said. “And I haven't seen 
a Filipino outfit I w ouldn’t be 
willing to serve with.” 
Citing an example of their 
fierce loyalty, Thomas tells of 
one 
pro-American 
Filipino 
who. without hesitation, killed 
lus insurrectionist b rother to 
save the life of his c om m and­ 
ing officer, an American. 
While on leave in the States 
in Ju n e of 1906. Thomas m a r ­ 
ried the form er Violet Sawyer 
of San Francisco,, who was to 
share many more of his years 
in the Philippines. Their wed­ 
ding was on a Friday the 13th, 
which Thomas says was “very 
lucky, 
because we are stiil 
married after 53 years.” 
In 1910. he resigned from 
the constabulary to accept a p ­ 
pointment as a second lieuten­ 
ant in the Philippine Scouts, a 
battle-hardened band of trou­ 
ble shooters organized u n d er 
the U. S. Army. Its enlisted 
men all were Filipinos. 
Thomas participated in the 
Scouts’ final 1915-16 expedi­ 
tion 
to 
Mindanao, 
“ where 
some Moros got hostile and 
^iad to be calmed down.” 
“ We wanted to go to France 
in 191 1 and ’18,” he said, “ but 
they froze us out and we sat 
in the Philippines ail through 
the war. 


WHEN THE SCOUTS be­ 
came 
part 
of 
the 
Regular 
A rm y un d er a 1920 reorgani­ 
zation program, Thomas, then 
a major, was assigned to the 
31st infantry in Manila with 


the same rank. The next year, 
with other veterans of Philip­ 
pine service, he was sent back 
to the States. 
By that time 
the Army was a skeleton or­ 
ganization. 


Thomas 
peacetime assign­ 
ments took him to Camp Sher­ 
man, Ohio; Ft. Knox, Ky.; the 
command and general staff 
school 
at 
Ft. 
Leavenworth, 
Kan . and Ft. Douglas, Utah. 
In 1927. he was sent to Mon­ 
tana as National 
Guard in­ 
spector for a two-week Guard 
encampment. The two weeks 
stretched into five years. 
“They took kind of a liking 
to me,” he recalls modestly, 
“and through the governor. I 
was detailed 
as 
senior 
in­ 
structor of the Montana N a­ 
tional Guard, with headquar­ 
ters at Helena.” 
By 1932. Thomas was ready 
to leave the Army. He retired 
that November. 
“When I first enlisted for 
military service,” he said, “ I 
promised myself I would get 
out after 30 years while 1 was 
still young enough to settle 
down in civilian hfe. 
I had 
seen too many who stayed in 
too long. 
They couldn't o r ­ 
ganize their lives when they 
got out. and many died within 
a few years.” 


TWO YEARS after settling 
in Larkspur, ex-soldier Tho­ 
mas opened a real estate and 
insurance office on Magnolia 
avenue. He is a charter m e m ­ 
ber of the L arkspur Lions 
Club, organized in 1938. 
Politics was “tlie last thing 
I was interested 
in ” 
when 
some friends 
suggested 
he 


ru n for the city council in 
1940. 
They were persistent 
and circulated a petition in 
his nam e before 
he 
finally 
yielded to pressure. 
As it turned out. he th o r­ 
oughly enjoyed being a coun­ 
cilman and. ultimately, mayor. 
Thomas had always p re fer­ 
red Arm v troop duty to su p ­ 
ply work. But he was destined 
to get a taste of the very thing 
he disliked. 
In 
September, 
1942, the Army recalled him 
for service at a huge supply 
depot near Ogden, Utah. 


FORCED TO resign from 
the council, he took the World 
War 
II 
assignment 
“much 
against my wishes, because I 
had hoped to go to a troop 
staging area near Seattle.” 
A fte r the war he returned 
to Larkspur and. until two 
years ago, operated his insur­ 
ance business from his Balti­ 
more Canyon home. He never 
reopened the real estate of­ 
fice. 
His 
second 
venture 
into 
L arkspur politics was as suc­ 
cessful as the first. Elected to 
the council a^gam in 1946, he 
became 
mayor three 
years 
later, retiring at the end of 
his term in 1950. 


ONE ISSUE stand s out in 
Thomas mind as the highlight 
of his years on the council. 
It was the big fight over a n ­ 
nexation 
to 
Larkspur 
of 
G reenbrae’s Bon Air A pa rt­ 
ment area Annexation oppon­ 
ents finally took the battle to 
court, and lost. 
Thomas was active in the 
American Legion's Twin Cit­ 
ies Post 313 during the post­ 


war decade. He was a Ieadc 
of the post s successful can 
paign to build its own ball i 
2 Ward street in Larkspur. 
Volunteer labor went int 
the building program, with 
big assist from m em bers c 
the Larkspur Grove of Druid; 
L um ber purchases were mad 
in the late 1940s at surplu 
sales oi Treasure Island stock 
which the Navy had sold t< 
private operators. 
There 
are 
some 
p r e tt 1 
heavy timbers in that build 
ing.” Thomas said. “It woulc 
take TNT to blow them out oi 
there.” 
Completed in 1949. the hal! 
w'as built alongside the formei 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
s e c t i o n 
fo re m a n ’s 
house, 
which had served as Legion 
headquarters for two years 
before its conversion to 
a 
club room and kitchen. 
1 homas was as determ ined 
to retire from the city coun­ 
cil in 1950 as he had been to 
leave the A rm y in 1932. If 30 
years in the 
military 
were 
enough for one man, so were 
two 
term s in 
the political 
arena. 
“I'm like Calvin Coolidge,” 
he says. “ 1 d o n ’t believe a 
man should sfav in public of­ 
fice too long.” 
Looking over his many m e ­ 
mentoes of Philippine days, 
Thomas has no regrets about 
the course he charted for him ­ 
self. 
He s an Old Soldier now. 
but his handsome eyes still 
register the enthusiasm of the 
young Georgia boy who tried 
so desperately to enlist more 
U u u 60 years ago.

Bay, Mrs. Monroe remembered 
last summer when, her twin 
daughters, then 15. brought at 
least 10 teen-agers home with 
them every day. 
“ They swam, sailed, water- 
skied and played chess by the 
hour . . . the children have 
always had something to oc­ 
cupy them . . . maybe this is 
why there hasn't been any 
juvenile delinquency on the 
waterfront . . .,” she said. 
Mrs. Monroe, a third gener­ 
ation Sausalitan, moved from 
the hills to her houseboat in 
1947. 


The Left Bank of Paris has 
always been called the color­ 
ful. flamboyant center of the 
artistic world. The Sausalito 
waterfront also enjoys distinc­ 
tion as being an artistic cen­ 
ter. 


Jean Varda, world famous 
painter, has transformed part 
of the ferryboat “ Vallejo” in­ 
to an imaginative studio-apart- 
mcnt. Using inexpensive ma­ 
terials, he has created a home 
filled with byzantine elegance. 
There is a stone fireplace in­ 
laid with glass bottles wired 
for light, authentic sailor cub- 
boards, a bar made from a dis­ 
carded 
winch, and 
govern­ 
ment surplus bunks the art- 
tist refers to as “ Venetian 
Gothic.” One of his latest pro­ 
jects is designing an ensign 
for his fellow houseboaters to 
fly. It will feature an eye cen­ 
tered in a field. The eye. Mr. 
Varda explained, is the symbol 
| for vision. In explaining the 
development of his own apart­ 
ment and those of other house 
boats, Mr. Varda compared the 
owner-builders to alchemists 
changing lead to gold. 


All the Sausalito houseboats 
reflect the personalities and 
tastes of the people living 
aboard. 


TH E BLACKS, Bill and Pat, 
both 
high 
school 
teachers, 
transferred their living quar­ 
ters from San Francisco to a 
60 foot metal houseboat a year 
and a half ago. They wanted 
an individual home and were 
discouraged by the sameness 
of tract houses. Since they en­ 
joy the outdoors they decided 
on the Sausalito waterfront. 
The 
Blacks 
go 
boating, 
swimming and fishing in their 
| spare time. They caught a 
leopard shark off of Belvedere 
brought it homo and dined on 
shark steaks. They like to 
barbecue on their deck and 
enjoy all the advantages of 
suburban living. 
Pat has used her skill as a 
home economist in the decor­ 
ating of her houseboat. She 
designed bamboo and beaded 
partitions that allow light and 
air to circulate throughout the 
three rooms. This decorative 
device 
prevents 
dampness 
and milldew from attacking 
the clothing and furniture. 
Bill who is a jack of all 
trades finds the maintenance 
of a houseboat a full time job. 
As he aptly put it, “ If you 
own a houseboat, you'd bet­ 
ter take care of it or you'll 
sink.” 
Houseboaters enjoy a man­ 
ner of living that has been 
slowly vanishing from the Bay 
Area. And they thrive on the 
proximity of the winds, the 
tides in their backyard.

Living on borrowed blood 
since 1954 is Mrs. Ann (J.L.) 
Winkelman of San Anselmo. 
She has a rare disease called 
myelofibrosis 
which 
means 
that her bone marrow is so 
aflectcd that red cells are not 
being produced. 
No 
cause 
has 
definitely 
been established for this dis­ 
ease which is so rare that 
there are no reliable statistics 
to set a definite pattern. Mrs. 
Winkelman must face the fact 
that for the rest of her life, 
unless some miracle cure is 
discovered, she will be kept 
alive through blood replace­ 
ment. 1 he cells she makes are 
not as strong as normal red 
cells and are destroyed faster 
in the liver and spleen. 


MRS. WINKELMAN 
w a s 
held prisoner by the Japanese 
during World W ar II, as was 
her husband although 
t h e y 
were in different camps. Her 
two children were interned 
with her during her four-year 
imprisonment. The daughter 
is now a doctor. Dr. June Supi- 
mers DeVinney who is a fel­ 
low in psychiairy at Stanford, 
and her son.

js second of his class at West 
Point when he graduated in 
1957. 
Mrs. Winkelman, who is in 
her late 50s, first became 
aware of this disease when 
she came for a yearly checkup 
in 1954. At first her red count 
did not fall so far that trans­ 
fusions were necessary. The 
detective work on her blood 
was made by the Donner Radi­ 
ation Laboratory in Berkeley, 


who determined exactly how- 
much blood was being' made 
and destroyed in Mrs. Winkel­ 
man’s body. 
The 
actual 
transfusions 
were started in 1956 and it 
was soon discovered that she 
required about two units of 
blood transfusions per month 
given by her physician, at Ma­ 
rin General Hospital, to main­ 
tain a normal blood count. 
During that year she took six- 
weeks off and went on a trip 
to Tahiti. At that time her 
blood was down to 40 per cent 
of the normal body capacity. 
When she came b a c k h e r 
blood count was much less 
and since that time she has 
used up 86 units of blood 
which were spread over the 
period of the past three years. 


B^ 
MID 
1958 there was 
such a breakdown in her blood 
cells that it was necessary to 
administer cortisone - l i k e 
drugs to block the rate of cell 
destruction. Because some of 
the side effects were bad for 
Mrs. Winkelman, this treat­ 
ment was stopped to deter­ 
mine the system’s general re­ 
action. However, without cor­ 
tisone, the rate of red blood 
cell 
destruction 
became .so 
rapid that transfusion of two 
units of blood did not elevate 
her blood count. 
Ten transfusions were re­ 
quired in one week to return 
the blood to normal and she 
had to be put back on corti­ 
sone. 
The latest development is 
blood transfusions will be of 
great help to Mrs. Winkelman. 
¿»lie began to have severe re­ 


actions with fever to 104 de­ 
grees due to antibodies she 
had 
developed 
against

donor’s white blood cells. She 
v\ill have the new units of 
blood put out by the Irwin 
Memorial Blood Bank. 


It is called 
white coll free, 
washed red cell mass.” This 
blood is processed by washing 
the cells of the donor’s blood 
with a saline solution and cen­ 
trifuging the blood. The white 
cells rise to the top and then 
can be siphoned off so only 
the whole red cells remain and 
are then used to replace blood 
in the patient. Some of the 
red cells in the donor’s blood 
aie also lost in the process 
and, in fact, it takes 1 % to 2 
units of the new- blood to 
equal the former whole blood 
when given

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Summer Is Time To Take 


Stock Of What's In Garden 


Rose Villains Sneak Up Stem 


And Make Meal Unless Sprayed 


By C Y N T H IA L O W R Y 


Midsummer, when t h o s e 
who aren’t prepared to be 
profligate with water are like­ 
ly to be unhappy about the 
lawn, when the sun rides high 
and hot, is a good time for 
taking stock of the garden. 
So far — and for reasons 
which I cannot quite under­ 
stand— my garden has been 
peculiarly free of slugs this 
year. 


It was late June before I 
spotted by first one, and the 
poison bait I usually use to 
dispatch them has remained 
on the shelf all season. How­ 
ever, 
I dusted and sprayed 
with 
greater 
devotion 
to 
schedule than usual this year 
and I wonder if some of these 
new chemical formulae have 
some effect on those destruc­ 
tive, slimy pests. 


On the other hand I ’ve nev­ 
er had a finer nor more per­ 
sistent assortment of aphids. 
Each spraying—and I stuck 
to rotonone and nicotine sul­ 
phate-dispatched them, but 
in a short time a new batch 
were on everything from their 
beloved lupines and roses to 
the mint. 


Perennials are such satisfac­ 
tory, work-saving plants that 


sometimes there is a tempta­ 
tion to overlook some of the 
delightful but more demand­ 
ing annuals and biennials — 
particularly the biennials. But 
my canterbury bells this year 
were such a joy, lasted so 
long, and made such a •lively 
centerpiece when some stems 
were cut. that I shall never be 
without them again. 


My favorite biennial—for­ 
get-me-not — is easier to han­ 
dle: I just shake the seed of 
this year’s plants where 
I 
want bloom next year and 
then am careful about my 
weeding in those spots. 


A reader, harking to my 
complaint about the unsightli­ 
ness 
of 
withering 
tulips, 
writes that Dutch tulip grow­ 
ers handle the problem by 
digging the bulbs when they 
have finished blooming anil 
heeling bunches of them in 
the ground in an unobtrusive 
spot where they may mature 
for next year’s bloom. 


This is a fine space-saving 
idea— but one of the principal 
advantages of tulips is that 
you don't have to dig them up 
and replant them every year 
— a tiring job if you have 
enough tulips to make a show­ 
ing.

p elt’s not too late for that 
first feeding of camellias, 
azaleas and other acid-lov­ 
ing plants, but time’s a 
wasting. 
Use the special 
acid-type 
fertilizers 
that 
are available at your C.A.N. 
nursery. 


p^Keep an eye to Tuberous 
Begonias for the first sign 
of 
mildew 
as June

vances. If it show's up, use 
a spray that’s especially 
prepared for begonias. 


Bedding 
plants 
for 
late 
summer color should go in 
now. Zinnias top the list, 
but don’t plant them unless 
you can give them a warm, 
sunny location. 


p^Mulch around m o i s t u r e - 
loving plants with peat or 
steer manure. Don’t skimp. 
Put a layer tw-o to three 
inches thick around each 
shrub to conserve moisture 
in dry summer weather. 


Despite a popular notion 
that growing roses is a diffi­ 
cult task, a few simple rules 
can assure every gardener of 
healthy beautiful roses. 
Roses must have care if the 
gardener wants healthy plants 
and spotless blooms. This care 
is not difficult if you follow a 
regular program of spraying, 
feeding and watering. 
Spraying or dusting is first 
on the list so that destructive 
insect pests and foliage spoil­ 
ing diseases are controlled 
and prevented. 
The first insects to bo seen 
on roses early in the season 
are aphids and thrips. Aphids 
are easily recognized as small, 
soft bodied insects greenish] 
pinkish or reddish in color. 
Ihrips are tiny, slender and 
hairy . . . yellowish, 
brown­ 
ish or greenish in color. When 
left unmolested they will de­ 
foliate and 
even 
destroy a 
complete rose bush. Aphids 
and thrips are easily kept un­ 
der control by weekly applica­ 
tions of a nicotine sulphate 
solution. 


D U S T IN G 
O R 
spray mix­ 
tures both have been effective 
when aphids and thrips are a 
nuisance. To be effective, the 
spray or dust should contact 
the insect therefore making it 
important that both surfaces 
of the leaf be covered by the 
spray or dust. 
Nicotine sul­ 
phate solutions also kill the in­ 
sects with their fumes in a 
“ gassing” type action. 
Chewing insects, of which 
the 
Japanese 
Beetle is the 
most common, must -be con­ 
trolled constantly with a form 
of insecticide that serves as a 
stomach poison to the insect. 
A ll purpose rose dusts or 
sprays containing DDT or Mai- 
athion are most effective for 
this type of control. 


Where spider mites are a 
problem, Malathion is recom­ 
mended. 
These tiny insects 
are only about 1 50 of an inch 
long but can be most destruc­ 
tive since they suck leaf juices 
from the undersurfaces of the 
leaves where they spin their 
webs. 
Black spot is probably Hie 
most serious of all rose dis­ 
eases since it spreads rapidly 
and can defoliate a plant in 
only a few days. Once Black 
Spot gets underway it cannot 
be 
cured. 
However, 
Black 
Spot can be prevented if the 
gardener dusts regularly with 
a rose leaf floral dust. Proper 
insect control is also neces­ 
sary to prevent Black Spot. 
Infested leaves should be 
removed and burned to pre­ 
vent the further spread of in­ 
sects or diseases. 


T H E 
N E X T 
step 
toward 
healthier more beautiful roses 
is proper feeding. An excel­ 
lent fertilizing formula is one 
with a ratio of 4-12-4. It has 
enough nitrogen and potash 
for growth, and ample phos­ 
phorous for flowering. When 
applying this fertilizer, work 
it well into the soil with a 
hand cultivator and water it 
in.

Use a handful of fertilizer 
to a plant, spreading around 
in a thin layer about 6 inches 
from the stems. This fertiliz­ 
ing should be repeated once 
or twice a month throughout 
the summer. 


PR O PER watering does four 
important things. It prevents 
the plant from wilting; it en­ 
ables the soil organisms to 


break down organic matter 
into 
simpler forms so that 
they 
are 
available 
to 
the 
plant; it helps the soil acids to 
break down the insoluble min­ 
eral compounds; and replaces 
the water removed from the 
plant by transpiration. 
Soak your soil with water 
once each week, giving the 
soil enough water to reach 
down into the root area, 
if 


watering in the evening, try to 
keep water off the foliage to 
prevent mildew. 
A mulch will enable you to 
keep your watering down to 
a minimum. 
Regular care of your roses 
including spraying, 
feeding 
and watering will pay divi­ 
dends for you this summer 
with more beautiful, healthier 
roses.

Gives House Expanded Effect 


W all to wall living is disap­ 
p earing from today’s well de­ 
signed homes. 
Both custom 
and tract hom es are m aking 
use of the indoor-outdoor liv­ 
ing concept, which has had 
several im portant effects on 
hom e design and the use of 
building m aterials. 
Glass walls and sliding glass 
doors are used to open up the 
inside of the house, to bring 
the g ard en — or at least the; 
view of it — into the home. 
P rotected 
patio 
areas 
are 
placed adjacent to the house 
and used as outdoor living 
rooms. 
But it takes m ore than a 
patio and a sliding door to 
achieve the full value and 
comfort of the indoor-outdoor 
living concept. A rchitects and 
designers attem p t to integrate 
indoor and outdoor areas by 
th e skillful use of structural 
elem ents. 
In other words, a good hom e 
design should not try to bring 
th e outdoors inside, and vice 
versa, 
unless 
it 
belongs 
there. One way to m ake it be­ 
long is by the repetition of 
building m aterials and p at­ 
terns. 


If the exterior siding m a te r­ 
ial is redwood applied in a 
vertical pattern, for exam ple, 
use vertical paneling in the 
living room or family room 
areas to help integrate the in­ 
doors with the outdoors. Some 
designers m ake «an 
interior 
wall appear to extend outside 
the house by the use of a baf­ 
fle which repeats the wood 
paneling pattern. A baffle also 
may m ake the exterior of a 
house appear large. It may al­ 
so serve as a parital enclosure 
for garden or patio area. 
Redwood patio decks are 
used to give the patio area a 
feeling of belonging to the 
house (and they inhibit glare 
from the sum m er sun). 
A 
wood deck blends also with 
garden settings, acting as a 
bridge betw een 
indoor and 
outdoor living areas of the 
home. 
The indoor-outdoor concept 
has also had its effect on fu r­ 
nishings. A ttractively styled 
outdoor fu rn itu re can be kept 
outdoors during the mild days 
of spring and sum m er, and 
moved into the family room 
at night or during the cold 
and wet seasons.

Efforts To Get Improved 
Airport Deserve Backing 


Marin County still needs an airport. 
We have been saying that from time- 
to-time for more than a decade. 
We have said that in some respects 
an airport is to a city in the 20th cen­ 
tury what a railroad was to a city in the 
19th century. It puts you on the map. 
Or the absence of it leaves you off the 
map. 


Since the Marin Development Foun­ 
dation was formed several years ago, 
we have learned that the existence of an 
appropriate airport is essential to the 
kind of industrial growth which Marin 
needs in order to broaden our tax base. 
In the past decade Marin has lost two 
airports of limited size—one at Santa 
Venetia and one at San Rafael— while 
gaining one new one. at Novato.

WASHINGTON </F — Each 
time a strike occurs in an es­ 
sential industry affecting the 
whole economy — as now in 
steel — this question comes 
up: 


Are wo reaching a point 
where 
the 
government — 
meaning a majority of the 
people - • can no longer per­ 
mit and must forbid a strike 
in such an industry? 


A STRIKE IN any industry 
was prc ty m uch a pri\ate af­ 
fair years ago when the gov­ 
ernm ent s revenue needs were 
smaller and the various peo­ 
ple, plants and industries were 
fa r less interdependent than 
now'. • 
But the American society is 
now highly complex and in­ 
terdependent. A strike in one 
big 
industry 
can 
send 
out 
waves that splash thousands of 
workers, 
hundreds of busi­ 
nesses, and maybe d r o w n 
many of them. 


For example: This steel 
strike cornes at a time when 
the 
nation 
is 
recovering 
from last y ea r’s slump. If 
it’s short, it won’t do much 


damage. It will do a lot if 
It lasts long. 


If the strike continues long 
enough, other industries will 
use up their steel supplies and 
have to close, throwing many 
thousands out of work. 
As their income — and the 
profits 
of 
their 
shut-down 
plants - 
are cut off. the na­ 
tional 
Treasury wi 11 suffer 
from loss of income tax rev­ 
enue just when it is badly 
needed. 


THI S A STEEL strike — 
unlike a strike in any industry 
in years past — is no longer 
truly private. It already af­ 
fects and, 
if it lasts long 
enough, 
could 
paralyze 
a 
broad part of the national 
economy. 
But individual rights — the 
right of employees to quit a 
job and of an employer to 
shut down his plant — and the 
right of both sides to work out 
their wages and profits must 
be balanced against the gen­ 
eral welfare.

to approve a law' forbidding 
a strike in an essential indus­ 
try? Very likely not. 


It would be political dyna­ 
mite. Both unions and employ- 
ers want a minimum of gov­ 
ernment interference. If the 
government through law could 
forbid a strike, it would al­ 
most certainly then impose 
compulsory arbitration. 


THIS MEANS that arbitra­ 
tors appointed by the govern­ 
ment would listen to both 
sides and give an opinion both 
sides would have to accept. If 
the government did that, out 
of justice it probably would 
have to do more. 


In the end it would prob­ 
ably have to step in and regu­ 
late both wages and prices, 
which would mean regulating 
profits too. That would be 
true 
governmental 
control. 
Eventually it might have to 
take over the industry. 


In 1947 Congress foresaw 
the national danger of a big 
strike some day when it pass­ 
ed the Taft-Hartley Act. But 
still, while providing machin­ 
ery for stalling off a strike, 
Congress stopped short of for^ 
bidding it altogether. 
I hat law lets the President 
prevent a strike for 80 days 
while efforts are made to get 
both sides to reach agreement.

Brown Keeps Promise To Provide 
More Work For Prisoners To Do 


SACRAMENTO 
C N S ) — 
The office of Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown last week announced 
acceleration of the program 
voted in the 1959 legislature 
to put more prisoners to work, 
instead of keeping them caged 
in expensive state prisons. 
There is nothing new in 
this program, except the fact 
that Richard McGee, director 
of the Department of Correc­ 
tions. and a hold-over director 
at that, let it slip during the 
administration of former Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight. 


IT WAS SLIPPING so had. 
in fact, that it obtained the 
attention of the Senate In­ 
terim Committee on Govern­ 
mental Administration, head­ 
ed by Sen. George Millbr <D- 
Martinez). Miller’s assistant on 
the committee, Earl Waters, 
former 
newspaperman, 
had 
made extensive studies of the 
prison administration in Cali­ 
fornia, and some years ago 
came up with the idea that 
more attention should be paid 
to keeping convicts busy, ra th ­ 
er than providing expensive 
prisons for them to s p e n d 
their time in idleness. 
This, Waters pointed out, 
would cut down costs ofr pri­ 
son construction and as well, 
fulfill a need to maintain some 
occupation for those convicts 
who 
could 
be 
trusted 
in 
camps. 


BEFORE THE BROWN ad­ 
ministration took over, how­ 
ever. Senator Miller and Wat­ 
ers. as- the saying goes, ‘ got 
no place1’ with promoting the 
idea. 
While 
some 
convicts 
were 
maintained 
in camps. 
McGee made little or no ef­ 
fort to provide more camps 
and thus release the prison 
facilities. 
This, however, was not in 
line with Brown's thinking. 
Forced by some political m an­ 
euvering to keep McGee on 
the job. the new' governor 
nevertheless called the direc­ 
tor into his office, it was re­ 
ported here, and laid down 
the law about the conserva­ 
tion camps. In fact. Brown an­ 
nounced on a Sacramento tele­ 
vision program long before 
he was elected, that he intend­ 
ed to proceed with vigor on 
extending the camps when 
and if he became governor. 
He kept this promise by 
providing 
more 
than 
eight 
million dollars in his 1959-60 


fiscal year budget for the pro­ 
ject. And upon signing the 
budget, one of the first things 
the governor did w'as to a n ­ 
nounce that the funds are nowf 
available, and that the pro­ 
gram would go ahead 
full 
speed. 


HE CONTENDED it would 
obviate the necessity of con­ 
structing new and expensive 
prisons, and in addition as­ 
sist the prisoner himself. 
“There is nothing worse w e 
can do to a human being,” 
the governor said, "than cage 
him in a cell in enforced idle­ 
ness. t ’nder the program, pri­ 
soners who are non-violent 
will have the opportunity to 
keep busy and at the same 
time work at a constructive 
program for the public bene­ 
fit.” 
The governor explained that 
the work the convicts will be 
doing is non-competitive, and 
would not be done, at least 
by the state, if the prisoners 
didn't perform the work. 
The work will consist of de­ 
velopment of recreational area 
access roads, forest improve­ 
ment. stream clearance, forest 
fire fighting, fjsh conserva­ 
tion 
and 
improvements 
in 
state parks. And by January 1, 
it is expected that some 1.800 
prisoners will be employed in 
the camps.

But when a thousand people 
discard a thousand scraps of 
paper, bottles and cans, or a 
million people discard a mil­ 
lion scraps of paper, bottles 
and cans, the result is a vast 
unsightly mess which indicts 
every single individual who 
has contributed to it. 


The key to cleaner, neater 
highway roadsides, city streets

grounds is the individual — 
the individual who carefully 
disposes of rubbish and trash. 
The key act in the individual’s 
reformation is when he puts 
a piece of paper in his pocket 
instead of throwing it in the 
street, or w'ho carefully puts 
aside bottles, cans and rubbish 
for proper disposal instead of 
throwing it along the high­ 
ways. 


Some people are pigs and 
always will be, probable, but 
you can make sure you are 
not in this class by carefully 
studying your own habits and 
reforming them, if necessary.

ed as representative works of 
modern American art.

Sausalito’s ancient problem 
of even more ancient arks and 
dwellings faced another of its 
many deadlines today. Pros­ 
pects were that this deadline 
would be as ineffectual and 
frustrating as the many that 
have gone before. 
By order of Marin Superior 
Court three buildings owned 
by Donlon Arques at Marin- 
ship, elegantly termed “apart­ 
ments” but otherwise identified 
as Ways 1, 2 and 3, w’ere to be 
vacated by today. 
Failure to 
bring this about is supposed to 
result of contempt proceedings. 
But the order is directed at 
Arques as owner whereas the 
residents, to an unknown num­ 
ber, flit in and out with no 
apparent interest in such legal­ 
ities. Thus the general skepti­ 
cism as to their moving out. 
Next big day in the lives of 
Sausalito’s numerous dwellers 
on antique arks and barges 
will be Monday, July 27, ac­ 
cording to John B. Ehlen, Sau­ 
salito city attorney.

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Steel Strike Hits 
Defense Output 


PITTSBURGH f —The four-; 
day-old steel strike, currently; 
pinching the nation's economy. 
is beginning to put a dent in 
national defense work. 


The strike has already snarl­ 
ed plans for the completion of 
three Atlas missile launching 
sites near Cheyenne, Wyo., ac­ 
cording 
to 
construction offi­ 
cials. 
The first site, scheduled for 
completion on Sept. 20, will be 
finished in time. But high pres-1 
sure tanks for the other sites 
are not expected to be deliv­ 
ered in time for the November 
completion date because of the 
strike, the officials said. 
As for the economic situa­ 
tion. the nation’s steel produc­ 
tion losses continue to mount 
Production losses are estimated 
at 300 million dollars a week. 
Wage losses are running close 
to 70 million dollars a week. 
The strike, which began at 
Tuesday midnight, has 
idled 
some 500.000 members of the 
United Steelworkers and some 


35.000 workers in allied indus­ 
tries, such as railroads, 
coal 
mines and transportation. 
Negotiations are stalemated. 
Federal mediation commission­ 
ers have slated separate talks 
with both sides for Monday in 
New York. 
President 
Eisenhower 
and 
James P. Mitchell, secretary of 
labor, conferred on the situa­ 
tion in Washington yesterday. 
Details oi to1' conference were 
not released. In Indianapolis, 
Sen Vance 
hartke 
(D-Ind.) 
charged that President Eisen­ 
hower should have tried harder 
to avert the steel strike. 
“ He could have called these 
people together,” Hartke told 
newsmen Friday at the Young 
Democrats 
state 
convention. 
“ He should have shown some 
leadership.” 
In Detroit, Walter P. Reuth- 
er. head of the United Auto 
Workers, pledged the UAW ’s 
organizational, moral and fin­ 
ancial 
support 
to the Steel­ 
workers in a telegram to USW 
President David .1 McDonald.

The 
tail will be blunt and stubby due to the presence of the rattles. 
The non poisonous snakes will be seen to be much more 
s reamlmcd.

Joseph Cumming Thomas 
had a tougher time enlisting 
in the Arm y than he did be­ 
coming mayor of Larkspur. 


It took him four tries before 
he was finally accepted for a 
military career in 1901. T h ir­ 
ty-nine years later, on his first 
try, he won election to the 
Larkspur City Council; and 
two years after that, his coun­ 
cil colleagues elevated him to 
the office of mayor. 


Thomas, now 80. enlisted as 
a buck private and rose to the 
rank of major during more 
than 30 years of soldiering. 
He served in the Army, the 
Philippine Constabulary, the 
famed Philippine Scouts and, 
once again, the Army. 


In 1937, five years after re­ 
tiring from the service, he 
bought a comfortable hillside 
house at 263 West Baltimore 
avenue. Larkspur, where he 
lives with his wife. Violet, and 
their son, James. 35. 
The 
Arm y interrupted his retirer 
rnent «and his local political 
career) in 1942. recalling him 
to active duty for three years 
of World W ar 11 service in 
Utah. 


AS AN OLD FOOTSOLDIER 
Major Thomas dismisses the 
idea of a “ pushbutton” war as 
“ a lot of hooey.*' 


“ You’ve got to have a man 
on the ground to take a piece 
of ground and hold it,” he 
says with emphasis. 


He thinks the U. S. eventu­ 
ally will be drawn into war 
with Russia, “ although every­ 
one is trying to head it off as 
long as possible. 1 don t know 
how we are going to avoid it.*' 
The youngest of seven chil­ 
dren. Thomas was born Jan. 
22, 
1879. 
in the village of 
Summerville. Ga 
which later 
was to lose its identiy by an­ 
nexing to Augusta. His father 
wavS 
a 
Richmond 
County 
judge. 


Thomas attended Sewanee 
Military 
Academy 
and 
the 
University of the South, both 
at Sewanee, Tenn. The latter 
gave him what he calls “ a lib­ 
eral-classical education with 
a good dose of mathematics.” 
When 
the 
Spanish Am eri­ 
can W ar broke out in 1898. 
Thomas and a group of col­ 
lege 
friends who had 
also 
been to m ilitary school de­ 
cided to enlist as a volunteer 
battalion. 


His age 119». plus a W ar De­ 
partment announcement that 
entire units no longer were 
being accepted, brought Tho­ 
mas his first rejection lor mil- 
itary service. 


“ L A T E IN the same year.” 
he said, “ a bunch of us. slipped 
down to Tampa. Kla., hoping 
to enlist there and go to Cuba. 
But one morning they called 
out our names and told us to 
go back home. So, back to 
school we went.” 
His third rebuff came the 
next year, when he “ dashed 
over to Atlanta” to enlist in 
the 7th U. S. Infantry, a Regu­ 
lar Army regiment. He was 
told he won hi need his par­ 
ents' 
consent, 
and 
that's 
where he failed. 
“ W ithin 
several days my 
mother and my sister showed 
up at Ft. Oglethorpe and took 
aie away by the ear, Thomas 


remembers with a grin. “ But 
1 didn’t give up!’’ 


YOUTHFUL EXUBERANC E 
paid off in 190!, when Tho­ 
mas. then 22, was enlisted in 
Augusta for the 12th U. S. 
Cavalry, then being organized 
at Ft. Sam Houston. Tex. 


He was a sergeant when his 
outfit relieved the 1st Cavalry 
two years later in the Philip­ 
pine Islands. 
The Philippine Insurrection 
was in progress, but Thomas 
said his regiment saw little 
fighting aside from “ several 
raids and a few little troubles 
we had to go and straighten 
out.” 
Thomas was discharged at 
the end of his three-year en­ 
listment. but he returned to 
the islands in 1905 after ac­ 
cepting appointment 
to the 
Philippine 
Constabulary, 
a 
military and civil force. 
Its 
enlisted men were Filipinos, 
while its officer 
corps 
was 
composed of U. S. Arm y offi­ 
cers and ex officers. 
Thomas entered the con­ 
stabulary as a third lieuten­ 
ant and rose to first lieuten­ 
ant. At the start, he under­ 
went six months of rigorous 
training at Santa Lucia, an 
old Spanish garrison in Ma­ 
nila. 
“ During those four years.’* 
he recalls, “ we went up and 
down 
the 
islands 
fighting 
bands 
of 
insurrectionists. 
Much of it was rough hand-to- 
hand combat. 
1 had a very 
close call one time when a 
bullet ricocheted and put a 
dent in my head.” 
It w'as during this period 
that Thomas gained lasting re­ 
spect for the Filipino as a hu­ 
man fighting machine. 


* I DON’T k now of. and I've 
never heard of. 
any 
better 
fighters than the Filipinos,” 
he said. “ And 1 haven't seen 
a Filipino outfit I wouldn’t be 
willing to serve with.” 
Citing an example of their 
fierce loyalty. Thomas tells of 
one 
pro-American 
Filipino 
who. without hesitation, killed 
his insurrectionist brother to 
save the life of his command­ 
ing officer, an American. 
W hile on leave in the States 
in June of 1906, Thomas mar­ 
ried the former Violet Sawyer 
of San Francisco, who was to 
share many more of his years 
in the Philippines. Their wed­ 
ding was on a Friday the 13th, 
which Thomas says was “ very 
lucky, 
because we are still 
married after 53 years.” 
In 1910. he resigned from 
the constabulary to accept ap­ 
pointment as a second lieuten­ 
ant in the Philippine Scouts, a 
battle-hardened band of trou­ 
ble shooters organized under 
the U. S. Army. Its enlisted 
men all were Filipinos. 
Thomas participated in the 
Scouts’ final 1915-16 expedi­ 
tion 
to 
Mindanao, 
“ where 
some Moros got hostile and 
^iad to be calmed down ’ 
“ W e wanted to go to France 
in 1917 and ’18.” he said, “ but 
they froze us out and we sat 
m the Philippines all through 
the war. 


WHEN THE SCOUTS be­ 
came 
part of the 
Regular 
Arm y under a 1920 reorgani­ 
zation program, Thomas, then 
a major, was assigned to the 
31st Infantry in Manila with 


the same rank. The next year, 
with other veterans of Philip­ 
pine service, he was sent back 
to the States. 
By that time 
the Arm y was a skeleton or­ 
ganization. 


Thomas' peacetime assign­ 
ments took him to Camp Sher­ 
man, Ohio; Ft. Knox, Ky.; the 
command and general staff 
school 
at 
Ft. 
Leavenworth. 
Kan , and Ft. Douglas, Utah. 
In 1927. he was sent to Mon­ 
tana as National Guard in­ 
spector for a two-week Guard 
encampment. The two weeks 
stretched into five years. 
“ They took kind of a liking 
to me,” he recalls modestly, 
“ and through the governor. I 
was 
detailed 
as 
senior 
in­ 
structor of the Montana Na­ 
tional Guard, with headquar­ 
ters at Helena.” 
By 1932, Thomas was ready 
to leave the Army. He retired 
that November. 
“ When I first enlisted for 
m ilitary service,” he said, “ I 
promised myself 1 would get 
out after 30 years w hile I was 
still young enough to settle 
down in civilian life. 
I had 
seen too many who stayed in 
too long. 
They couldn't or­ 
ganize their lives when they 
got out, and many died within 
a few years.” 


TWO YEARS after settling 
in Larkspur, ex-soldier Tho­ 
mas opened a real estate and 
insurance office on Magnolia 
avenue. He is a charter mem­ 
ber of the Larkspur Lions 
Club, organized in 1938. 
Politics was “ the last thing 
I was interested 
in” 
when 
some friend.» 
suggested 
he 


run for the city council in 
1940. 
They were persistent 
and circulated a petition in 
his name before 
he 
finally 
yielded to pressure. 
As it turned out, he thor­ 
oughly enjoyed being a coun­ 
cilman and. ultimately, mayor. 
Thomas had always prefer­ 
red Arm y troop duty to sup­ 
ply work. But he was destined 
to get a taste of the very thing 
he disliked. 
In September, 
1942. the Arm y recalled him 
for service at a huge supply 
depot near Ogden. Utah. 


FORCED TO 
resign from 
the council, he took the World 
W ar 
II 
assignment 
“ much 
against my wishes, because I 
had hoped to go to a troop 
staging area near Seattle.” 
After the war he returned 
to Larkspur and. until two 
years ago. operated his insur­ 
ance business from his Balti­ 
more Canyon home. He never 
reopened the real estate of­ 
fice. 
His 
second 
venture 
into 
Larkspur politics was a.> suc­ 
cessful as the first. Elected to 
the council a^am in 1946, he 
became 
mayor three 
years 
later, retiring at the end of 
his term in 1950. 


ONE ISSUE stands out in 
Thomas’ mind as the highlight 
of his years on the council. 
It was the big fight over an­ 
nexation 
to 
larkspur 
of 
Greenbrae’s Bon A ir Apart­ 
ment area. Annexation oppon­ 
ents finally took the battle to 
court, and lost. 
Thomas was active in the 
American Legion's Twin Cit­ 
ies Post 313 during the post- 


war decade. He was a leader 
of the post's successful cam­ 
paign to build its own hall at 
2 W ard street in Larkspur. 
Volunteer labor went into 
the building program, with a 
big assist from members of 
the Larkspur Grove of Druids. 
Lum ber purchases were made 
in the late 1940s at surplus 
sales of Treasure Island stocks 
which the Navy had sold to 
private operators. 
“ There 
are 
some 
pretty 
heavy timbers in that build­ 
in g ” Thomas said. “ It w'ould 
take TNT to blow them out of 
there.” 
Completed in 1949. the hall 
was built alongside the former 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
s e c t i o n 
foreman’s 
house, 
which had served as Legion 
headquarters for two years 
before its conversion 
to 
a 
clubroom and kitchen. 
Thomas was as determined 
to retire from the city coun­ 
cil in 1950 as he had been to 
leave the Arm y in 1932. If 30 
years in the 
m ilitary 
were 
enough for one man. so were 
two 
terms in 
the political 
arena. 
“ I ’m like Calvin Coolidge,” 
he says. “ I don’t believe a 
man should stay in public of­ 
fice too long.” 
Looking over his many me­ 
mentoes of Philippine days, 
Thomas has no regrets about 
the course he charted for him­ 
self. 
He’s an Old Soldier now 
but his handsome eyes still 
register the enthusiasm of the 
young Georgia boy who tried 
>o desperately to enlist more 
than 30 years ago.

'J here are not many places 
left to live in this maturing 
frontier of ours where a fam­ 
ily can reside in close contact 
with the elements of nature.

All the Sausalito houseboats 
reflect the personalities and 
tastes of the people living 
aboard. 


T H E B L A C K S , Bill and Pat, 
both 
high 
school 
teachers, 
transferred their living quar­ 
ters from San Francisco to a 
60 foot metal houseboat a year 
and a half ago. They wanted 
an individual home and were 
discouraged by the sameness 
of tract houses. Since they en­ 
joy the outdoors they decided 
on the Sausalito waterfront. 
The 
Blacks 
go 
boating, 
swimming and fishing in their 
spare time. They caught a 
leopard shark off of Belvedere 
brought it home and dined on 
shark steaks. They like to 
barbecue on their deck and 
enjoy all the advantages of 
suburban living. 
Pat has used her skill as a 
home economist in the decor- 
ating of her houseboat. She 
designed bamboo and beaded 
partitions that allow light and 
air to circulate throughout the 
three rooms. This decorative 
device 
prevents 
dampness 
and milldew from attacking 
the clothing and furniture. 
Bill who is a jack of all 
trades finds the maintenance 
of a houseboat a full time job. 
As he aptly put it, "If you 
own a houseboat, you’d bet­ 
ter take care of it or you'll 
sink.” 
Houseboaters enjoy a man­ 
ner of living that has been 
slowly vanishing from the Bay 
Area. And they thrive on the 
proximity of the winds, the 
tides in their backyard.

Winkelman of San Anselmo. 
She has a rare disease called 
myelofibrosis

aflected that red cells are not 
being produced.

been established for this dis­ 
ease which is so rare that 
there are no reliable statistics 
to set a definite pattern. Mrs. 
Winkelman must face the fact 
that for the rest of her life, 
unless some miracle cure is 
discovered, she will be kept 
alive through blood replace­ 
ment. The cells she makes are 
not as strong as normal red 
cells and are destroyed faster 
in the liver and spleen.

W IN K E L M A N w as 
held prisoner by the Japanese 
during World War II. as was 
her husband although they 
were in different camps. Her 
two children were interned 
with her during her four-year 
imprisonment. The daughter 
is now a doctor Dr. June Sum­ 
mers DeVinney who is a fel­ 
low in psychiatry at Stanford, 
and her son, Wallen Summers, 
is second of his class at West 
Point when he graduated in 
1957. 
Mrs. Winkelman. who is in 
her late 50s, first became 
aware of this disease when 
she came for a yearly checkup 
in 1954. At first her red count 
did not fall so far that trans­ 
fusions were necessary. The 
detective work on her blood 
was made by the Donner Radi­ 
ation Laboratory in Berkeley, 


who determined exactly how- 
much blood was being made 
and destroyed in Mrs. Winkel- 
man’s body. 
The 
actual 
transfusions 
were started in 1956 and it 
was soon discovered that she 
required about two units of 
blood transfusions per month 
given by her physician, at Ma­ 
rin General Hospital, to main­ 
tain a normal blood count. 
During that year she took six- 
weeks off and went on a trip 
to Tahiti. At that time her 
blood was down to 40 per cent 
of the normal body capacity. 
When she came b a c k h e r 
blood count was much less 
and since that time she has 
used up 86 units of blood 
which were spread over the 
period of the past three years. 


B\ 
MID 
1958 there was 
such a breakdown in her blood 
cells that it was necessary to 
administer cortisone - l i k e 
drugs to block the rate of cell 
destruction. Because some of 
the side effects were bad for 
Mrs. Winkelman. this treat­ 
ment was stopped to deter­ 
mine the system’s general re­ 
action. However, without cor­ 
tisone. the rate of red blood 
cell destruction 
became .so 
rapid that transfusion of two 
units of blood did not elevate 
her blood count. 
Ten transfusions were re­ 
quired in one week to return 
the blood to normal and she 
had to be put back on c o r t i ­ 
sone. 
1 he latest development is 
blood transfusions will be of 
great help to Mrs. Winkelman. 
Bhe began to have severe le ­ 


ad ions with fever to 104 de­ 
grees due to antibodies she 
had

blood put out by the Irwin 
Memorial Blood Bank.

This 
blood is processed by washing 
the cells of the donor's blood 
wnh a saline solution and cen­ 
trifuging the blood The white 
cells rise to the top and then 
can he siphoned off so only 
the w hole red cells remain and 
are then used to replace blood 
in the patient. Some of the 
red cells in the donor’s blood 
are also lost in the process 
and, in fact, it takes 1 Vfe to 2 
units oi the new blood to 
equal the former whole blood 
when given in transfusion.

Changing San Rafael 


Hay Barges Plied Its Waters 


To Load At D Street Wharves 


The San Rafael Canal dates 
back to the days when hay 
was what made the wheels of 
transportation go ’round. Sev­ 
enty years later, one of its 
functions still is as a termin­ 
al for transportation fuel —- 
now' petroleum products. 
A few are still around who 
remember when hay barges 
chugged up San Rafael Creek 
to wharves located roughly 
where the 711 I) Street med­ 
ical center now stands. Near­ 
by, fashionable San Rafael 
Baths was a summer mecca 
for swimmers. 
Boating on the creek-canal 
has always been in vogue. 
Since rowboats were the rage, 
San Rafael Canal has become 
anchorage to some 1.000 boats 
of 18 feet or over, for a tax­ 
able value of some $5 millions. 
Records on when the canal 
first was dug are hazy. Origin­ 
ally it followed the course of 


San Rafael creek, w i n d i n g 
westward along what is now 
Highway 101, under what is 
now Mac Department Store. 
Francisco boulevard was a toll 
road and the hay barges would 
wend across the marsh to tie 
up at the D street wharves, 
according to Clifford Corn­ 
wall of the San Rafael City 
Clerk’s office. Himself a new­ 
comer (1924i, Cornwall has 
gathered notes from his fa­ 
ther-in-law, Henry Jepson. 


Maps of 
1899 show 
the 
canal in more or less its pres­ 
ent course Dredging was done 
by the U.S. Corps of Engi­ 
neers. 


THE 
PRO PERTY 
of 
the 
canal and its borders, accord­ 
ing to Cornwall, did not come 
into the City of San Rafael's 
ownership, however, u n t i l 
1920. Belatedly recorded were 
deeds for the property grant­ 


ed to the city by the James 
L. Flood. Cheda and San Ra­ 
fael Development Co. inter­ 
ests, among others. Originally 
the property was owned by 
railroad baron William Cole­ 
man. 


The turning basin at Irwin 
street 
was 
apparently 
con­ 
structed between 
1900 and 
1910. 
At that time, most of the 
merchandise sold in Marin 
stores 
arrived 
by 
express 
freight service 
barge from 
San Francisco, to be unloaded 
at the Irwin Street wharf. 


TH E BIG changes in the 
canal, however, have come in 
the past 10 years. Photos of 
only 10 years ago show bleak 
banks on the canal. Today, the 
same stretches are bordered 
by commercial yacht anchor­ 
ages, two yacht clubs, yacht 
sales service establishments,

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Summer 
Is Time To Take 
Stock Of What's In Garden 


Rose Villains Sneak Up Stem 
And Make Meal Unless Sprayed

Midsummer, when t h o s e 
who aren’t prepared to be 
profligate with water are like­ 
ly to be unhappy about the 
lawn, when the sun rides high 
and hot. is a good time for 
taking stock of the garden. 
So far — and for reasons 
which I cannot quite under­ 
stand— my garden has been 
peculiarly free of slugs this 
year. 


It was late June before I 
spotted by first one, and the 
poison bait I usually use to 
dispatch them has remained 
on the shelf all season. How­ 
ever, 
I dusted and sprayed 
with 
greater 
devotion ' to 
schedule than usual this year 
and I wonder if some of these 
new chemical formulae have 
some effect on those destruc­ 
tive, slimy pests. 
On the other hand. I've nev­ 
er had a finer nor more per­ 
sistent assortment of aphids. 
Each spraying— and I stuck 
to rotonone and nicotine sul­ 
phate—dispatched them, but 
in a short time a new' batch 
were on everything from their 
beloved lupines and roses to 
the mint. 


Perennials are such satisfac­ 
tory, work-saving plants that 


sometimes there is a tempta­ 
tion to overlook some of the 
delightful but more demand­ 
ing annuals and biennials — 
particularly the biennials. But 
my canterbury bells this year 
were such a joy, lasted so 
long, and made such a «lively 
centerpiece when some stems 
were cut, that I shall never be 
without them again. 


My favorite biennial—for­ 
get-me-not — is easier to han­ 
dle: I Just shake the seed of 
this year's plants where 1 
want bloom next year and 
then am careful about my 
weeding in those spots. 


A reader, harking to my 
complaint about the unsightli­ 
ness 
of 
withering 
tulips, 
writes that Dutch tulip grow­ 
ers handle the problem by 
digging the bulbs when they 
have finished blooming and 
heeling bunches of them in 
the ground in an unobtrusive 
spot where they may mature 
for next year's bloom. 


This is a fine space-saving 
idea— but one of the principal 
advantages of tulips is that 
you don't have to dig them up 
and replant them every year 
— a tiring job if you have 
enough tulips to make a show­ 
ing.

i^M ulch around m o i s t u r e - 
loving plants with peat or 
steer manure. Don’t skimp. 
But a layer twrn to three 
inches thick around each 
shrub to conserve moisture 
in dry summer weather. 


Despite a popular notion 
that growing roses is a diffi­ 
cult task, a few simple rules 
can assure every gardener of 
healthy beautiful roses. 
Roses must have care if the 
gardener wants healthy plants 
and spotless blooms. This care 
is not difficult if you follow a 
regular program of spraying, 
feeding and watering. 
Spraying or dusting is first 
on the list so that destructive 
insect pests and foliage spoil­ 
ing diseases are controlled 
and prevented. 
The first insects to be seen 
on roses early in the season 
are aphids and thrips. Aphids 
are easily recognized as small, 
soft bodied insects greenish, 
pinkish or reddish in color. 
Thrips are tiny, slender and 
hairy . . . yellowish, 
brown­ 
ish or greenish in color. When 
left unmolested they will de­ 
foliate and 
even 
destroy a 
complete rose bush. Aphids 
and thrips are easily kept un­ 
der control by weekly applica­ 
tions of a nicotine sulphate 
solution. 


DUSTING 
OR 
spray mix­ 
tures both have been effective 
when aphids and thrips are a 
nuisance. To be effective, the 
spray or dust should contact 
the insect therefore making it 
important that both surfaces 
of the leaf be covered by the 
spray or dust. 
Nicotine sul­ 
phate solutions also kill the in­ 
sects with their fumes in a 
“gassing” type action. 
Chewing insects, of which 
the 
Japanese 
Beetle is the 
most common, must -be con­ 
trolled constantly with a form 
of insecticide that serves as a 
stomach poison to the insect. 
All 
purpose rose dusts or 
sprays containing DDT or Mai- 
athion are most effective for 
this type of control. 


Where spider mites are a 
problem, Malathion is recom­ 
mended. 
These tiny insects 
are only about 1 50 of an inch 
long but can be most destruc­ 
tive since they suck leaf juices 
from the undersurfaces of the 
leaves where they spin their 
webs. 


Black spot is probably Hie 
most serious of all rose dis­ 
eases since it spreads rapidly 
and can defoliate a plant in 
only a few days. Once Black 
Spot gets underway it cannot 
be 
cured. 
However, 
Black 
Spot can be prevented if the 
gardener dusts regularly with 
a rose leaf floral dust. Proper 
insect control is also neces­ 
sary to prevent Black Spot. 
Infested leaves should be 
removed and burned to pre­ 
vent the further spread of in­ 
sects or diseases. 


H IE 
NEXT 
step 
toward 
healthier more beautiful roses 
is proper feeding. An excel­ 
lent fertilizing formula is one 
with a ratio of 4-12-4. It has 
enough nitrogen and potash 
for growth, and ample phos­ 
phorous for flowering. 
When 
applying this fertilizer, work 
it well into the soil with a 
hand cultivator and water it 
in. 
Use a handful of fertilizer 
to a plant, spreading around 
in a thin layer about 6 inches 
from the stems. This fertiliz­ 
ing should be repeated once 
or twice a month throughout 
the summer.

PROPER watering does four 
important things. It prevents 
the plant from wilting; it en­ 
ables the soil organisms to 


break down organic matter 
into 
simpler forms so that 
they 
are 
available 
to 
the 
plant; it helps the soil acids to 
break down the insoluble min­ 
eral compounds; and replaces 
the water removed from the 
plant by transpiration. 
Soak your soil with water 
once each week, giving the 
soil enough water to reach 
down into the root area. 
If 


watering in the evening, try to 
keep water off the foliage to 
prevent mildew. 
A mulch will enable you to 
keep your watering down to 
a minimum. 
Regular care of your roses 
including 
spraying, 
feeding 
and watering will pay divi­ 
dends for you this summer 
with more beautiful, healthier 
roses.

Gives House Expanded Effect 


Wall to wall living is disap­ 
pearing from today’s well de­ 
signed homes. 
Both custom 
and tract homes are making 
use of the indoor-outdoor liv­ 
ing concept, which has had 
several important effects on 
home design and the use of 
building materials. 
Glass walls and sliding glass 
doors are used to open up the 
inside of the house, to bring 
the garden— or at least the 
view of it — into the home. 
Protected 
patio 
areas 
are 
placed adjacent to the house 
and used as outdoor living 
rooms. 
But it takes more than a 
patio and a sliding door to 
achieve the full value and 
comfort of the indoor-outdoor 
living concept. Architects and 
designers attempt to integrate 
indoor and outdoor areas by 
the skillful use of structural 
elements. 
In other words, a good home 
design should not try to bring 
the outdoors inside, and vice 
versa, 
unless 
it 
belongs 
there. One way to make it be­ 
long is by the repetition of 
building materials and pat­ 
terns. 


If the exterior siding mater­ 
ial is redwood applied in a 
vertical pattern, for example, 
use vertical paneling in the 
living room or family room 
areas to help integrate the in­ 
doors w ith the outdoors. Some 
designers make an interior 
wall appear to extend outside 
the house by the use of a baf­ 
fle which repeats the wood 
paneling pattern. A baffle also 
may make the exterior of a 
house appear large. It may al­ 
so serve as a parital enclosure 
for garden or patio area. 
Redwood patio decks are 
used to give the patio area a 
feeling of belonging to the 
house (and they inhibit glare 
from the summer sunk 
A 
wood deck blends also with 
garden settings, acting as a 
bridge between indoor and 
outdoor living areas of the 
home. 
The indoor-outdoor concept 
has also had its effect on fur­ 
nishings. Attractively styled 
outdoor furniture can be kept 
outdoors during the mild days 
of spring and summer, and 
moved into the family room 
at night or during the cold 
and wet seasons. 


Still in its early period of 
development, the indoor-out­ 
door concept is attempting to 
treat house and garden not 
as two separate and distinct 
areas, but as two parts of one 
integrated area that just hap­ 
pen to have a wall in between.

Take, for instance, a four- 
door dresser. In every repaint­ 
ing job. and particularly when 
it involves children, remove 
the old paint first. 
A new wash-away paint re­ 
mover washes off paint, enam­ 
el, lacquer and varnish with 
ordinary water.
